Continuation of 3. NOTE: 

The amendment after Final Rejection was received on March 13, 2007. 

The examiner appreciates the applicant for stating the Rule 37 C.F.R. 1 .1 16 on page 1 1 under Remarks. 
The entry of the after final response would be improper because of at least the previously rejected claims. 

The examiner knows that claims 1-3 and 9-1 1 are previously allowed. This stands still. However, amendment to claims 4, 7, 12 and 18 
does not bring this application in condition for allowance. These limitations because of the amendment change the scope of the claims. 
For example, amending claim 5 into claim 4 doesn't make claim 4 allowable as they were both rejected under 102(e). And, this rejection 
still stands. 

The applicant argue on page 12 of the remarks that the "allowable subject matter" section of the previous office action stated that these 
limitations were allowable. 
The examiner disagrees. 

Limitations from claim 1 and 9 were allowed. Not claims 4, 7, 12 and 18. The limitations include there in "various forms" (as stated by the 
applicant) but not in the exact form. Because of this the entry and allowance is improper. 

Claims 4, 7, 12 and 18 are broader in scope than the allowed claims. Because of this the examiner would require further search and/or 
consideration 

On the side note, please note that claim 6 depend on canceled claim 5.
